Silenee Almost Deafenin g 


Nobody’s Shooting at Tommy Atkins

LONDON (CP)—The silence 
is almost deafening. For the 
first time since the Boer War, 
nobody la shooting at British 
•okliers. 

There hasn’t been a Tmnmy 
killed or wounded in action 
lor six Bonths—longest such 


period since the end of,.the 
last century. 

A war office spokesman 
said Friday that **none of us ^ 
here can v^member a similar 
period of peace for the British 
soldier.** 

The aoth century began with 
Tommies battUng In the Boer 
War. They’ve been targeU 


almost ever since. Many of 
the Boer War soldiers went 
straight to India's Northwest 
Fritter. When fighting died 
down there, it had already 
started in Sudan. 

This continued until the 
Pint World War broke out 
and for the next four yean 
Britain turned all her re¬ 


sources against Germany. Hie 
last gun was scarcely fired in 
1918 when a iroung officer 
named William Irooslds —he 
was burled last week a field 
marshal — led a group of 
Tommies into Russia to oppose 
the Bolshevik revolution. 

Fighting broke out in India 
before the British sokUsrs re¬ 


turned home. From India 
troops were transferred to the 
Middle East and then the Far 
East In the early 1930s, fight¬ 
ing started in the Palestine 
area, and these eastern 
trouble spots continued to 
flan until 1939 when the Sec¬ 
ond World War started. 

No sooner had the Japanese 


■urrende red in September, 
lf'\ than the Indonesian 
trouble began. In the next 
eight months 1.000 British. In¬ 
dian and Gurkha troops died. 

Then was k brief hill be- 
fOn troops wen rushed into 
Palestine and then the long 
Jungle war started in Malaya. 
On top of this came the Mau 


Mau uprising bi Kenya. Hien 
came Korea, Cyprus and 
Suei. • 

Shooting was halted in Cja 
prus last year and since then 
occasional outbursts have 
been stamped out in the 
Aden -Yemen area. 'Hien 
hasn’t been a shot fired in 
Malaya for mon than a yean

Our treatment of drug addiction, it seems, is 
at the stage that the treatment of mental,illness 
was 200 years ago, when the experts held that 
people went crazy from pure spite and wickedness, 
or because a devil had got in them.

Standard therapy for mental derangement was 
to chain the patient to the wall and beat him. In 
the 20th century we continue to apply the punish¬ 
ment technique, in a more refined way, to those 
who are enslaved by the narcotic illness. 

North America’s puritan conscience is the 
aouroe d the trouble. It teaches that all things are 
either black or white, never grey, and that men are 
totally responsible for what they do. And wrong¬

N othing »Unds Itui. The post¬ 
war years all over the world have 
crystalliaed sociological changes in 
every land; sometimes for the better, 
often enough for the worse. The. day 
when juvenUe delinqutncy can be 
considered or effectively dealt with 
outside of the home is passing, as it 
was bound to do. Every law which 
a juvenile and family court could 
apply is on the statute books now— 
Iwt few if any of them can be Invoked 
except tn the punishment of a com¬ 
mitted breach. Thaf la usually too 
late. The family court, on the other 
hand, would find the greatest part of 
its effort absoabed in the prevention 
at source of neglects which If un¬ 
relieved lead to delinquency and can¬ 
not lead anywhere else. Its main 
function would be to render help. 

Attomev - General Bonner’s cur¬ 
rent proposal to the municipalities for 
early esUblishment of a juvenile and 
family court system in part of the 
legal county of Vlctorja deserves to 
be considered fully on its merits. It 
has many. The quasi-rejection of the 
principle* of prevention by two of the 
five municipal areas concerned before 


the provincial proposal is explained to 
them is disturbing, because no effec¬ 
tive attack OR adult or juvenile delin¬ 
quency can b^ made on a piecemeal, 
partitioned basis. Mr. Bonner has set 
out a practical and definite form of 
provincial help, sufficient with munic- 
^1 endorsement to give the new 
system a start. 

Here Is one Instance In which 
there are no boundanea between the 
several municipalities.^ Burglaries 
committed in Virtoria may stem from 
family neglect In homes M miles dis¬ 
tant. Desertion in one municioality 
leads to welfare assistance by 
another. Neglect is neglect wherever 
it may be. If in the home it is not 
attended to effectively not only crime, 
but penury, suffering, sorrow and 
heartnreak can fiU the long and 
weary chain of direct consequences. 

We would not like to believe that 
any municipality in this province 
w'ould remain indifferent to such O 
challenge, for the sake of a few 
budget dollars either way. Mr. 
Bonner has opened the door. Will 
the municipalities cloee It; argument 
unheard, sight uaseen?

Than Fire

P ARI.S-As viewed from Paris, the 
Laos crisis has been strongly 
exaggerated both by the Laotian gov¬ 
ernment, and by "certain United 
SUtes'^servioes.” The French are con¬ 
vinced that there was no outright out¬ 
side intervention In the recent guer¬ 
illa fighting which, as the French 
have good reason to believe, was on 
a much smaller acale tlum officially 
InUmated. 

France, the former sovereign 
power in Lao.s, still maintains close 
contacts within the country, and 
French officials with long experience 
in the Far East appear worried about 
the pace set by the United States to 
keep the royal Laotian government on 
a firm westerly course. 

There are many problems that 
beset the small kingdom of Laos, 
where only about one half of the in¬ 
habitants are Laotian by race. Ths 
second half, consisting of a number 
of minorities, has become an easy 
prey to Communist blandishments 
that play dpon racial rather than 
Ideological reasons. To these ethnical 
groupa the promise of freedom 
means, above all, freedom from the 
rule of Laotian officials, the Laotian 
governor or tax-collector being as 
much a foreigner as was hit French 
predec-esaor. The guerrilla fighting 
waged by these groups thus has little 
In common with Marxist Leninism aa 
interpreted by Mao. It represents in¬ 
stead the idea of nationalism and self- 
determination r^uced to absurdity. 

♦ e 

Long accu.stomed to being left to 
their own devices, the people of Laos 
were somewhat surprised at the re¬ 
sults of their new independence. They 
suddenly found themselves the centre 
of world attention, with foreigners 
swarming all oyer the countr>'. prob¬ 
ing and prodding in remote corners 
which, in-the old days, were seldom 
visited even by French officials. For 
long a forgotten Aslan backyard, Laos 
has suddmly assumed a great stra- 
togic importance. No wonder that tho 
royal government may have lost its 
sense of proportion and. above all, 
over-estimated its own strength. 

At the thne of the Geneva agree¬ 
ments of 1955 which ended tho war in 
Indo-China. Laos was as effectively 
divided as was Viet Nam. But where 
as South Viet Nam, with its energetic 
Premier Diem, had a strong admin¬ 
istration capable of maintainirtg peace 
and order, snd of standing up to the 
Communist menadi in the north, the 
Laotion government was and has ns- 
mained weak and ineffective. Under 
such circumstances last year’s at¬ 
tempt to unify Laos was doomed to 
failure. 

’The Communists have never lost 
their grip on the rebel provinces, and 
the experiment to join those prov¬ 
inces to the rest of the country and 
to integrate Ihe Communist forces of 
Pathet Lao into the royal army had 
no chance of success. Instead, it 
brought about an alarmingly Urge 
Communist representation in the Lao¬ 
tian parliament, with the peril of 
Communist subversion in the rest of 
the kingdom. 

A new military government was 
then formed in Ijios, the principal 
Communist leaders were arrest^ 
and the two Communi.^t battalions 
that were to be integrated with the 
royal army, interned. One of these 
battalions broke out of internment, 
and guerrilla warfare flared up a^ew, 
a a e 

Although the new Laos govem- 
inent has shown a strong determina¬ 
tion to keep the CommunisU out. it is 
la^fact no stronger than ita predeces¬ 
sors. The Americans have been trying 
to shore op the administration, but 
this is laalhly a matter of education, 
and M iuch a long-term projed 
'TlM fYendi are obvioualy uneasy 


I F it seems rather early to be think¬ 
ing about the next general elec¬ 
tion.

I can think of five good reasons 
why Prime Minister DIefenbaker is 
likely to Jump quickly to try to get 
re-elected.

One big reason is that in the 
spring of 1961 the government should 
be able to ahow a surplus for the 
1960^1 fiscal year, and budget for a 
balance in 1961-62 with substantial 
tax cuts. A year later, in the spring 
oHl962, government finances likely 
will be tight becau.se of the need to 
pay the provinces more money under 
the new federal-provincial tax agree¬ 
ments which go Into effect at that 
time. 

An even bigger reason is that in 
1962 Parliament must pa.ss legisla¬ 
tion to redistribute the seats In the 
House of Commons in accordanco 
with population changes reported by 
the 1961 census.

•how that If present trends continue 
through mid-1961. the provinces 
which will be deprived of Commons 
seats by redistribution legislation in 
1962 are those in which the Conserva¬ 
tives were moot successful in 1958. 


Saskatchewan, dear to the prime- 
minister’s heart, must be cut from 
17 aeaU to 13. Manitoba and Nova 


Scotia each will lose one seat. And 
Bo will Quebec — the first reduction 
of French-Canadian strength in Par¬ 
liament since Confederation. If you 
don’t think that’s political dynamite, 
you don’t know your grass roots 
politics. 

To complete the redistribution 
picture: two of these seven seats will 
disappear from the Commons. Of the 
others, three will go to Ontario 
(which everyone but Ontario prob¬ 
ably will resent), and one each to 
Alberta and British Columbia — not 
exactly Tory strongholds.

Third reason for a ’61 election: to 
exploit the tactical element of sur- 
pri.se to catch the enemy off guard, 
and especially to give the CCF-CIX:

Fifth: ’The uncertainty of the 
economic future. On the one hand, 
the inflation danger the government 
offers as the reason for not increas¬ 
ing the money supply to ease the 
credit squeeze could become a 
reality. On the other, by 1962 world 
disarmament may be pulling the 
defence production prop from under 
the economy of the Western world. 
And disarmament or not, the uranium 
industry will be hard hit by the 
expiry of U.S. contracts in 1962. *17111 
might give Liberal Leader Lester B. 
Pearson a shoo-in in uranium-rich 
Aigoma East in a 1962 election, and 
leave him with more time to stump 
the country. 

So watch that man in 24 Sussex.

Reports to the White House Indl- 
cate that the public will not be pari* 
fled by the soothing statementa put 
out by some military men to the ef¬ 
fect that the recent moon shoU havo 
no relation to Soviet military capabil¬ 
ity. In view of the extraordinary 
curacy of the two shota over sueb 
vast distances, this is too much to 
swallow even though It ntsy be teclw 
nlcsUy true that the moon shots have 
no direct bearing on weapons cCpa- 
bility. 


Even more disturbing to those 
sponsible for space developroent ia 
the likelihood that in the near futuro 
the Soviets will score snother first— 
sendipg s man into oftit in a space 
vehicle. For some time Russian sclen- - 
fists have been saying that they have 
the problem of recovery of a space 
capsule licked. They claimed that this 
was demonstrated when they sent twe 
dogs about 100 miles into outer space 
and reportedly brought them back 
alive. 

While a healthy respect has grown 
up for Soviet claims since they have 
so often been proved right, space 
specialists here are taking this one 
With a grain of salt. They point out 
that the dogs which were returned te 
earth were never sent into orbit but 
merely on a round trip exploratory 
shot into outer space. Sure, the skep¬ 
tics say, the Russians can tap a candi¬ 
date, pin a Lsnin medal on him. put 
him in a space capsule and tend hbn 
up with the odds against his rttur» 
ing to this planet 


Nevertheless, there Is a deep 
underlying concern over the Ameri¬ 
can approach to the whole prob l em of 
space exploration. A vast tootling of 
rival publicity has given the public a 
false snd confusing picture not only 
of the failures but of the solid schievt- 
ments of rival programs. As In tha 
famous caucus race in Alice te Won¬ 
derland, prizes are handed out t# 
everyone no matter what direction 
the runners teke ar how fast they 
run. 

Although the orbiting of sn Ameri¬ 
can te space is a year te a year and a 
4talf away we have been told all about 
the astronauts, their wives and their 
children. The publicity machines have 
traced the course they will follow ia 
outer space and undoubtedly someone 
is working on the speech the pioneer 
space jnan will make when he retuma 
to earth. But all thia haa an if-and- 
when sound shout It a kind of brave 
• whistUng in the vast dark of inters 
stellar space. The missile base at Capa 
Canaveral may or may not be the best 
in the world, but It Is certainly tha 
greatest adjective factory te exist¬ 
ence, since nothing is ever shot off 
without an accompanying stream af 
vivM deacriptlve phraaes. 


Aware of the excesees to which 
- this has gone, some of the spsce pro¬ 
moters nevertheless sty that it Is e^ 
sentlal to survival In the struggle be¬ 
tween competing agencies. Unless yoa 
keep the public aware of what you 
are trying te do. se this justlflcaUon 
toes, you can be chopped off by tha 
budget bureau or tha White Housa 
With no one the wiser.

Wallflower Watchwords 


Wf N. V. cmBSKirr, rsHs » 

If you ar« one of those far-sighted 
gardeners who plan their garden op¬ 
erations for a year ahead, you prob¬ 
ably made a careful sowing of wall¬ 
flower seeds last spring, transferring 
the seedling plants to nursery beds 
a month or so ago, and you are 
floating now over a fine, sturdy botch 
of plants all ready to be set out Into 
the flower beds out front < 

Moat of us, however, find H dif¬ 
ficult to-oope with even the urgent 
week-to-week work In the garden, and 
many of us Just don’t have the space 
availaMe for the raising of our own 
spring bedding plants. For us, our 
wallflower planU must come from 
the garden shops, the nurserymen, 
add market stalls. 

★ ♦ a 

There are quite a number of points 
to be kept in mind when you shop for 
wallflower planta. At this season of 
the year, they should be bushy, 
sturdy and stocky rather than tall and 
skinny, and the leaves should be a 
good dark green shade. 

Have a good look at the undersides 
of the leaves fOr aphis—partlculaiiy 
for the waxy blue variety. Examine 


the roots, too. for any suspicious 
looking swellings, for the wallflower 

first cousin to the cabbage and is 
susceptible to the same pests and dis 
easss as beset the cabbage, including 
the dub root disease and the cab¬ 
bage aphis.

In addition to these points, the 
roou should have plenty of small 
branches or lateral growths, and not 
Just the one hard main tap root A 
good and conscientious nurseryman 
will transplant his wallflower plants' 
at least once, and sometimes twice, be¬ 
fore offering his plants for sale, in 
order to develop this mass of fibrous 
roots. Such plants can stand up under 
the shock of being moved much better 
than those with only the single tap 
root and are more capable of with¬ 
standing the rigors of a winter out¬ 
doors. 

Quite a lot of expensive hand labor 
la involved in all this transplanting, 
for this is one Job which cannot be 
mechanised. For this reason, your 
plantsman must ask more money fbr 
them than for bargain-counter un¬ 
transplanted specimens, but they are 
well worth It. A fair price la about 


TSc per doron plants, perhaps a llttla 
more If you insist on named varieties. 

Some of the best varieties are Vul¬ 
can; a rich velvety crimson which 
makes a fine contrast when inters 
planted with pink or yellow tulipa. 
Cloth of Gold is an excellent yellow. 
wMle Harbinger is a reddish brown, 
attractive and very early, blooming 
some years in February. Ru^ Gem 
is an unusual rich port wine riiade. 
blooming somewhat later, and parti- 
culariy lovely when grouped with 
mauve-colored Darwin tulips. 

Golden Redder, in a glowing or¬ 
ange shade, makes a bed which is 
absolutely dazzling when grown with 
that beautiful early tulip Yellow 
Prince, and the fragrance of these 
two sweetly scented flowers on a 
sunny spring day is almost intoxicat¬ 
ing.

The Siberian wallflower. Erysi¬ 
mum asperum. Is not a true wall¬ 
flower at all. although a dose rela¬ 
tive. This one remains In bloom much 
longer Into the summer than Chelr- 
anthus, the true wallflower, which 
may or may not be a virtue, depend¬ 
ing on whether or not you want to 
clear out the beds to piMt up sum¬ 
mer annuals.

“It Is time to start laying 
the foundatipns for a new so¬ 
cial system based on free 
love.** It went on. “Such a so¬ 
ciety, of course, would hardly 
be practicable without some 
sort of cheap, non-toxic and 
completely effective oral con- 
trac^tive. 

“Marriages would be some¬ 
what looser pacts than they 
are today, and in circum¬ 
stances wherein eouples could

Nobody’s Shooting Qt Tommy Atkins

LONDON (CP)—Th€ »ilenc« 
It . almost deafening. For the 
first time since the Boer War, 
nobody is shooting at British 
•oMiers. 

There hasn't been a Tommy 
killed or wounded in action 
lor six months—longest such 


period since the end of the 
last century. 

A war office spokesman 
said Friday that "none* of us 
here can remember a similar 
period of peace for the British 
soldier.” 

The 70th century began with 
Tommies battling in the Boer 
War. They’ve been .targeU 


almoet ever sinoe. Many of 
the Boer War soMleiy went 
straight to India’s Northwest 
frontier. When fighting died 
down there. It had ahaady 
started In Sudan. 

This continued until the 
First World War broke out 
and for the next four years 
Britain turned all her re- 


sourooB against Germany. Tlie 
last gun was scaroaty fired in 
IflS irhcn a young offleer 
named WUliaro Ironside —he 
was buried last week a field 
marshal — led a group of 
Tommies into Russia to oppose 
the Bolshevik revolution. 

Fightliw broke out In India 
before tie British solAsrs re¬ 


turned home. From India 
were transferred to the 
East and then the Far 
East In the early IBSOs, fight¬ 
ing started In the Palestine 
area, and these eastern 
iroublw spots continued to 
flare until 193g when the Sec¬ 
ond Wortd War started. 

Ifo sooner had the Japanese 


surrende red In September. 
1945. than the Indonesian 
trouble began. In the next 
eight months 1.000 British. In¬ 
dian and Gurkha trobiw died.

Boys and girls, preferably 


from different schools, are 
mixed in the little companies 
of 15 to 20 shareholders, he 
said. Shares are 50 cents each, 
with a maximundof five shares 
to the shareholder, and when 
the companies are dissolved at 
the end of each year, the share¬ 
holders get their money back 
plus a dividend if operations 
are a success, ’’and 75 per cent 
of them are.”

last century. 

A war office spokesman 
said Friday that *'none of us 
here can remember a similar 
period of peace for the British 
soldier.** 

The 20th century began with 
Tommies battling In the Boer 
War. They’ve been targeu 


almost ever since. Many of 
the Boer War soldiers went 
straight td India’s Northwest 
Frontier. When fighting died 
down there, it had already 
started in Sudan. 

This continued until the 
First World War broke out 
and for the next four years 
Britain turned all her re¬ 


sources against Germany. The 
last gun was scarcely fired in 
1918 when a young officer 
named Wiiliam Ironside — he 
was buried last week a field 
marshal — led a group of 
Tommies into Russia to oppose 
the Bolshevik revolution. 

Fighting broke out in India 
before the British soldiers re¬ 


turned home. From Indi^ 
troops were transferred to tlie 
Middle East and then the Far 
East. In the c^rly 1930e. fight¬ 
ing started in the Palestine 
area, and these eastern 
trouble spots continued to 
flare until 1930 when the Sec¬ 
ond World War started. 

No aooner had the Japanese 


surrende red \n September. 
1945. than the Indonesian 
trouble began, tn the next 
eight months 1,000 British. In¬ 
dian and Gurkha troops died. 

There was a brief lull be¬ 
fore troops were rushed into 
Palestine and then the long 
jungle war started in Malaya.
